Eumale’s tears, compleated the conqueit of his 
rage.—** Chriftian (faid the favage,) thou haft found 
the road to my heart, and haft conquered by not

At one of thofe finks of corruption, a difinter- 
efted fpectator learnsthe moft ufeful leffan, a lefion 
purchafed by the dire experience of his fellow- 
citizen. °Tis here the eye of the Gamefter, half 
clofed, is covered with a fickly film—his pallid 
cheek fhows want of reft~his negligent drefs pojmts 
out the uproar in his breaft.— With a heart elated, 


' he views the near approach of gain, but O! dread- 


ful reverfe ! his air-built caf_les vanith from fight, 
and twice the former deprefiion envelopes his (pirits. 

Ye who frequent thofe depots of deftruction, can 
any of vou fay, that he has ever felt a pieafing re- 
fult when he is winning, or has not been overwhelm- 
ed with remorfe when his all is gone? They 
who at one time gain, follow the delufive phantom 
until not only their winnings, but even that which 
fhould put bread in their mouths and cloathes en 
their body, is gone.—Nor is that all; by a con- 
ftant attendance at the geming-table, that fpirit of 
induftry,—that pleafing refie@ion which honeit re- 
ward brings aleng with it, is loft ;—their tafte is 
vitiated—no relith for domeftic enjoyment remains ;

pleafure of a good action will be the refult of this 
felf-controul,

On Monday laft arrived at New-York, the thip 
Venilia, Capt. Adamfon, 42 days from Briftol.— 
Extracts from London papers received by faid thip 
as follow : 

BRUXELLES, March 16. 


The head quarters of the army of the Sambre 
and Meufe have been removed from Bonne to Co- 
jogne, which is & more central fituation for the 
military operations which are about to take place 


on the right bank of the Khine. ' 


They ieft Cologne on the rath inft. and on the 
fame day Gen. Jourdan fet out for Duffeldorff, whi- 
ther upwards of 20,000 men have received orilers 
tu repair with all pofiible diligence. This order 
appears to have becn occafioned by the movement 
of the Auftrians, who have left their camp in front 
of the Lahn, and have advanced towards Sieg- 
bourg. Every day large bodies of the enemy’s 
troops are perceived, trom the left bank of the 
Kline, coming down from the mountains, and 
collecting on the left bank of the Sieg. 

it feemsto be the intention of the Auftrians to 
open the campaign by an attack on the entrenched 
camps at Oberbilick and Duffeldorff. This laft 
town, and the fortified lines eftablithed for its pro- 
tection, which form in front of it a complete cref- 
cent, the two extremities of which extend to the 
Kline, are in a refpectable ftate of defence, and 
capableof makiog a long and effectual refiftance. 

It is confidered as certain, that hoftilities will 
commence before the end of March.
